ADVISES CHANGES IN THE CLUB. 


Report of a Committee of the Tippecanoe 


Club Discussed. 

The Tippecanoe Club held a special meeting 
at the Grand Pacifle Hotel yesterday for the 
purpose of hearing a report from a commit- 
tee appointed at the last gathering. The com- 
mittee was instructed to prepare a document 
containing the objects of the club, what its 
politics. should be, its principles, ete.

Sportsmen Will Meet to Take Action To- 
wards Eliminating Sime of Its Absurdities, 

Dr. Rowe of the American Field has called 
a meeting of sportsmen at the Sherman House 
Feb. 12 to take action in regard to eliminating 
some of the clauses of the present game laws 
and substituting others based more on com- 
mon sense.. The present Game law in Illinois 
is rather an absurd structure and is useless for 
the protection of game. Dr. Rowe was seen 
yesterday and explained the changes to be 
made. In the first place, by a mistake of the 
engrossing clerk, the praitie chicken season 
was made to read as commencing Sept. 15, 
whereas it should have been Sept. 1. The At- 
torney-General has said when appealed to that 
he was compelled to recognize the law as 
signed by the Governor and that he could not 
go beyond that. The present law is not the 


one that was passed by the Legislature and it 


is a question whether the mistake of the En- 
ossing Clerk does not render it inoperative. 
n, too, the present law is absurd in the 
length of - time allowed for the sale 
of game and in the fact that it pro- 
hibits the sale of game killed in the 


State. Thus while the quail season ends Dec, 
1 in the State game dealers are allowed to sell 
quail killed in other States up to Feb. 1. This 


applies to other game. This is simply putting 

a premium on crime, as a quail kil in iit 
nois cannot be distinguished from those killed 
in Indiana, Iowa, or other States. Then, too

The Lake-Front Tangle.

Knew Nothing of the Pool. 


John W. Hedenberg, the Chicago real-estate

Washington about a month last winter and 
spring and advertised for a ready writer fa- 
miliar with bimetallism. A man named Hill 
responded to it and said he could do what 
writing was wanted, but witness.as soon as he 
saw him was satistied that Hill would not suit 
him. He did not want to offend the man 
and probably said that he would defer a de- 
cision. He had no knowledge, he said, of any 
Congressman or Government officer being 
engaged in silver speculation in any form. 
He had talked with numbers of Congressmen 
on the general subject of silver, but never 
with any view of inglucing them to purchase. 
He had shown silver certificates to' Congress- 
men Dorsey, Payson, and Taylor, all of whom 
he knew pretty well, as the certificates were a 
new form of money about which there -was 
naturally some curiosity. He never suggested 
to Hill or to any one that he should sell silver 
certificates to members of Congress or any- 
body else. He did not know of the existence 
of a silver pool, Mr. Hedenberg explained 
his conversations at the Capitol with Hill 
and George. These „ two men, he 
said, professed to be able to give him informa- 
tion as tothe course of legislation. George 
especially represented that he was a Southern 
man who knew many of the Northern Repub- 
licans and asserted that he could get early in- 
formation, Of course, that was what witness 


wanted; but be did not follow it up, as he 


was not impressed favorably with the men and 
did not believe they were reliable channels of 
information.. Witness was back and forth 
between here and New York and Hil 
and George followed him up to get an engage- 
ment.

AGAINST THE ELECTION BILL. 


Senator Teller Does Not Approve of the 
Measure—Senute Proceedings. 


President laid before the Senate the creden- 
tials of Mr. Cameron for his new term, com-

Mr. Cullom presented two resolutions of the 
House of Representatives of the Illinois Legis- 
lature.

Mr. Sherman introduced a bill appropriat- 
ing $25,000 for a monument to Chief Justice 
Chase in the City of Washington.

The House resolution for the appointment 
of a committee of nine to attend the funeral 
of Secretary Windom was laid before the Sen- 
ute, and Mr. Morrill offered a resolution for 
the appointment of a committee of seven 
Senators to join the House committee in at- 
‘tending the funeral and to take such other ac- 
tion as may be appropriate in honor. of the 
memory of the deceased and to manifest the 
respect and appreeiation of Congress for his 
public services. 

The resolution was agreed to, and Messrs. 
Morrill, Washburn, Sherman, Allison, Harris, 
Payne, and Gorman were appointed. 

Mr. Morrill also offered a resolution (which 
was agreed to) for the adjourmment of the 
Senate Monday at 2 p. m. to enable Senators 
to attend Mr. Windom/’s funeral. 

The joint resolution for the appointment of 
William Preston Johnston of Louisiana on 
the Board of Regents of the Smithsonian In-

On motion of Mr. Manderson, the House 
bill authorizing the construction Of A railway, 
street railroad, motor, wagon, and pedestrian 
bridge over the Missouri River near Council 
Blufis, Ia., and Omaha, Neb., was taken from 
the calendar, amended, and passed. A con- 
ference was asked, and Messrs. Vest, Sawyer, 
and Washburn were appointed conferrees on 
the part of the Senate. : 

Mr. Blair, rising to a personal explanation, 
said that, he had observed circulating in the 
newspapers of the country what purported to 
be acopy of an agreement alleged to have 
been entered into by the Republican Senators 
with reference to the consideration of the 
force bill—so called—or the Election bill, 
more properly called. The names of certain 
Senators were given as having violated. the 
agreement; and the allegation was made that 
all the other Republican Senators had signed 
the agreement without cordition.

Government Rates on Land-Grant Roads. 

The amendment of the Committee on Ap- 

ropriations, which was under discussion last 
‘riday, to strike out the provision that Gov- 
ernment transportation on land-grant rail- 
roads shall not exceed 50 per cent of the 
charges to private parties, was agreed to. The 
question then came up on the amendment of 
the committee to insert a provision that Gov- 
ernment transportation on the land-grant 
railroads shall be paid foron such basis as 
the Secretary of War may deem just and rea- 
sonable, not to exceed 70 per cent ot the 
charges for like service to private parties. 

Mr. Gorman made an argument to show the 
absolute injustice of the proposition as it 
came from the House, ana to show that even 
the 70 per cent restriction proposed by the 
committee amendment would be destructive 
to the interests of the American transconti- 
nental lines, while it would operate to the ad- 
vantage of the largely subsidized lines of 
Canada. : 

Mr. Reagan ied in favor of enforcing 
against the Canadian roads that carried freight 
and passengers from one part of the United 
States to another part of the United States the 
same provisions of law that are enforced 
against the American lines.

WILL SPOONER BE NAMED 


THE CABINET VACANCY, 


Position of the Senator on Money Matters 
~The Gossip About McKinley’s Pros- 
pects — The Late Secretary a Great 

Gorman Has a Dark 
Horse for the Presidential Nomination 
in Mr. Gray of Delaware—Washington 
Gossip. 

Wasmxdrox, D. C., Jan. 31.—[Special.]— 
Superstitious people lay great stress upon the 
continued afflictions which pursue the Harri- 
son Cabinet. Secretary Windom’s death has 
been a great source of sorrow to the President 
aside from his sense of personal loss.. He had 
hoped to keep his Cabinet entire until the 
end of his Administration. The two people 
most often meationed as Mr. Windom’s suc- 
cessor are Senator Spooner and Congressman 
McKinley. Of these two men Mr. Spooner is 
considered the much more available man. He 
has had more experience in practical affairs, 
a wider knowledge of business, and more ex- 
ecutive ability. The President some time 


ago established a rule in connection with the 


foreign appointments that he would not ap- 


But in Mr. McKinley’s case the President has 
always considered him as defeated by most 
unfair means. He has regarded his canvass as 
a substantial victory in that it reduced a 
Democratic majority notoriously man- 
ufactured through a gerrymandering 
process to secure Mr. McKinley’s de- 
feat. Mr. MeKinley has no special 
knowledge of financial subjects beyond that 
acquired in the study of the tariff. Mr. 
Spooner is a hard-money man and is thor- 
oughly in sympathy with the Administration 
policy. There does not appear to be any par- 
ticular reason for mentioning the names of 
these two gentlemen in connection with this 
office except that they are close friends of the 
President and that their present terms of 
office are about to expire. 
Mr. Windom a Great Smoker. 
Mr. Windom was a min of most kindly tem- 
perament. He had himself passed through a 
Western money craze and had become in time 
converted to hard money principles. He voted 
himself in the Senate some years ago for 
greenback inflation bills, and like nearly every 
public man from the West he had his day 
of belief in cheap money methods. Mr. Win- 
dom of late years has been as sound as the 
best professors of finance could require. 
Mr. Windom did not take much exercise. 
He was inclined to be stout, his neck was 
short, he was a great smoker of cigars, and 
this affected his heart. He had been re- 
luctant to walk even the shortest distance. He 
had gone in a carriage even when starting out 
from the Treasury to go only to the White 
House. This reluctance to take exercise was 
similar to thé disposition of Secretary Man- 
ning. Secretary Manning was inclined to be 
stout. He was & great smoker and he was 
always seen in his carriage. When he first 
broke down it was from a stroke of paralysis. 
The physical labor connected with the duties 
of Secretary of the Treasury is great. The 
Secretary is obliged to sign his uname 3,000 or 
4,000 times a day to documents which he can- 
not by any means read. There are always 

uzzling and cdmplicated questions at the 

reasury. There: is no department of the 
Government so closely scrutinized by the pub- 
lic. Wall street keeps constant vigilance di- 
rected upon the ‘office of the Secretary. In 
times of panic frantic appeals are made to 
him, so that a man with any sensitiveness 
comes to think that the responsibility 
of the financial situation is upon his 
shoulders. It was one of the criticisms of 
foreign financiers directed against our admin- 
istration of financial affairs that the Govern- 
ment has the right to interfere in the street or 
come to the rescue of the market. They say 
that this is one of the unfortunate and dis- 
turbing elements in our financial situation. 
Men are led to lean too much upon Govern- 
ment support. The people who went into sil- 
ver speculation — am 4 Treasury support 
or in Congressional aid, and so on through a 
long list of similar transactions. 


The Silver Situation. 


A high official of the Treasury Department 
yesterday explained to me the silver situation 
at Washington. He says that the free-coinage 
Sr can never become a law. The 

anking and Currency Committee in the 
House will carry on its hearings for some days 
yet, but it will in the end report against a 
free-coinage bill. With this adverse report he 
does not believe that it can be carried through 
the House. A proposition, however, for 
a compromise has been prepared in 
the Treasury Department. This bill 
was outlined. by the Director of the Mint 
Leech. It provides for the increase of the 
monthly purchases by the Treasury Depart- 
ment so that the present silver in the market 
can be purchased and gotten out of the way. 
this amount varies according to the various 
estimates of experts. Some place the surplus 
as low as 13,000,000, while others place it as 
high as 25,000,000. This would only make a 
moderate inflation. A prominent financier, in 
speaking of this pressure for further inflation, 


says: 

„Between 1878 and the present time—1891— 
specie payments having been resumed Jan. 1, 
1879, the six kinds of circulating medium in 
the United States, gold, silver, greenbacks, 
National-bank notes, silver certificates, and 
gold certificates, have increased from $805,- 
798,807 to 51, 405 018,000—more than 57 per 
cent. Has population incréased or business 
increased in the same ratio? In the West we 
have had a drought and short crops. If Con-

Senator Gorman’s Dark Horse. 


It is now said that Senator Gorman has in 
training a new dark horse for the Presiden- 
tial nomination. This dark horse is Senator 
Gray of Delaware. He is a friend of the Sen- 
ator from Maryland and has a certain amount 
of popularity in the Senate. The Delaware 
Senator is nearly six feet in height. He is 
broad-shouldered and has a powerful figure. 
His head is good size and surmounted by 

iron gray hair falling carelessly. His features 
‘are large. His, forehead is broad; his eyes 
are dark, and his nose prominent, and an iron- 
gray mustache conceals his mouth. His 
jaws are smooth-shaven, the beard is so thick 
and dark that the lower part of his shaven 
face is blue in tint against the dark color of 
his complexion. He is an easy talker. He is 
a graduate of Harvard Law School; and he 
made a good reputation for himself as a law- 
er before coming to the Senate as Mr. 
ayard’s successor. He made his first repu- 
tation as a politician in the National Dem- 
ocratic convention in St. Louis in 1876. He 
was at the Cincinnati convention of 1880, and 
at the Chicago convention of 1884. He has 
always been a consistent advocate of the 
claims of Thomas F. Bayard for the Presi. 
dency. In the Senate he makes a feature of 
presenting arguments upon Constitutional] 
questions. He has a heavy, sluggish manner 
until he is well warmed up to his subject, 
Combinations That Rarely Succeed.

MADE A GOOD BEGINNING. 


TERETORIAL DIVISIONS AGREED ON 
BY THE COMMISSIONERS, 


Considerable New Territory Absorbed by 
the Western Traffic Association—The 
New Divisions to Be Known as the 
Lake, Gulf, Trans-Missouri, Transcon- 
tinental, and Western Passenger—Trans- 
Missouri Passenger Business Not to Be 
Included in the Western Association. 


The Commissioners of the new Western 
Traffic Association concluded their meeting 
yesterday, having beenin session just one 
week. More work was accomplished at yes- 
terday’s meeting than at all the other meetings 
combined, territorial divisions being finally 
agreed upon, and action was taken recom- 
mending that passenger traffic west of the 
Missouri River be taken out of the Western 
Passenger Association and placed with the 
Trans-Missouri Freight Division. The fol- 
lowing report sent to President Roswell Miller 
of the Advisory Board tells the whole story: 

A resolution was adopted by the Advisory Board 
of the Western Traffic iation at its meeting 
in New York as follows: 

Resolved. That the traffic covered by this as- 
sociation. Bhall be divided into five divisions—viz. : 
transcontinental, - Southwestern_ railway und 
steamship, Western passenger, Western freight, 
and trans-Missouri; and that the board appoint a 
committee consisting of a representative of each 
member to consider and determine in which of 
the respective divisions the business covered by 
this agreement but not provided for by the re- 
spective associations shall be included.” 

The committee so appointed met in Chi 
Jan. 16 and 17 and adjourned after unanimously 
adopting the following resolution: 

Inasmuch as the agreement is specific as to 
the traffic and territory to be embraced in the as- 
sociation, and whereas the question of dividi 
the same into sub-organizations involves detail 
which requires close consideration and can 
best determined by experiment: therefore > 

_** Resolved, That the Chairman of. the Commis- 
sioners be requested to convene that body at once 
for the purpose of defini limits of the West- 
ern Division, the Trans-Missouri Division, the 
Transcontinental Division, the Southwestern 
Division, and the Passenger Division, and assign 
the tratlic now unassizned to its proper division. 
That each road shall be at liberty and is hereby 
requested to state in writing to said Chairman 
its views as to the A business of its road 
and the divisions of which it desires to be a mem- 
ber; and that the decision of the Commissioners 
when rendered shall stand till reversed by the 
Advisory Board as provided by the agreement.” 

The Commissioners have considered the subject

That the territory of the Southwestern Railwa

Northern railway to Ogden (but not including 
Garrison, Ogden, or any station on the line of the 
Utah Northern railway or its branches); 
Ogden westerly along the line of the Central Pa- 
citic road, including all stations on the line of 
said road, to the eastern boundary of Nevada; 
thence along said eastern boundary line of Ne- 
vada to the Colorado River; thence along said 
Colorado River to the southern boundary line of 
the United States. Provided, however, that all 
stations on the line of the Southern Pacific road 
in Arizona west of and including Tucson shall 
also be included in the territory of the transcon-

That the territory of the Trans-Missouri Divis- 
ion of this association shall include all territory 
east of the Transcontinental Division west of the 
Western Division and north, of the Southwestern 
Railway and Steamship Division, including busi- 
ness between points on the Missouri River and 
business of ints on the eastern bank of the 
Missouri river from Kansas City to the southern 
boundary of North Dakota interchanged with 
points in the Trans-Missouri Divisidn: 

By establishing the foregoing boundaries, the 
Commissioners have assigned territory 1 
unassigned as follows: A portion of Illinois, 
Northern Minnesota, Eastern North and South 
Dakota, and the peninstla of Michigan to the 
Western Freight Division; Southern Missouri, 
Arkansas, and the southerly_part of the Indian 
Territory to the Southwestern Railway and Steam- 
ship Association; territory between the former 
easterly boundary of the Transcontinental: Asso- 
ciation and the Trans-Missouri Association has 
been assigned to the Transcontinental Division. 

The board recommends that the freight divis- 
ions above provided be designated and known as 
the Lake, Gulf, Trans-Missouri, and Transconti- 
nental Divisions respectively. : 

The board further recommended that, in view 
of the independent position of several of the 

members of the Southwestern ilway and 
Steamship Association, the passenger traffic of its 
territory heretofore uncontrolled by exist pas- 
senger associations be assigned to the Southwest- 
ern Railway and Steamship Division, provided 
that before the April meeting of the Adviso 
Board a passenger department shall be organized 
by the lines members thereof. 

The board further recommended that:

burned into the memories of the writers that 
fatal night. In the present shape they testify 
all the more strongly to the record made on 
the minds of men trained to remember what 
they see and hear for the purpose of putting it 
in print. The average man, not thus accus- 
tomed to shape his thoughts and impressions, 
would hardly do so well after an interval of 
nearly the fifth part of a century. 

To the many who have not an adequate idea 
of the extent of the disaster the following 
summary should be welcome: The total area 
burned over was 2,100 acres, or nearly three 
and a third square miles; number of build- 


ings destroyed, 17,450; persons rendered 


homeless, 98,500; and killed, About 300. The 
burned area included the whole of the busi- 
ness part of the South Division and the entire 
North Division, with several blocks on the 
west side of the river. The total losses were 
footed up as $50,000,000 on buildings and 
$140,000,000 on personal property and mer- 


covered on insurance. The gentleman who 
compiled this estimate has since stated 
that the salvage amounted to consider- 
ably more than was estimated by him 
within a few weeks of the time of the fire, so 


that perhaps $185,000,000 would probably be 


nearer the truth, but if loss of business due to 
interruption were included the total would be 


| swelled to much above $200,000,000. The total 


amount of (alleged) insurance was $96,533,721. 
That less than half this amount was recovered 


vas due largely to the fact that the remainder 
was in home companies, the stockholders in 


‘which were among the heaviest losers by the 
conflagration. The allusion would not be 
complete without mention of the noble gener- 
osity with which a lange part of the civilized 
world responded instantaneously to the cry 
for help for: the nearly 100,000 persons who 
were burned out of house and home, most of 
them literally losing the all of their worldly 
possessions during that fearful night and the 
following day. 

No better testimony could tis given to the 
stability of Chicago than to cite the fact that 
within a year the city was itself again, the 
value of the buildings erected during those 
twelve months being about equal to that of 
those destroyed; and that since then it has 
more tlian trebled in population. The extent

WHY CITY 11 WART MORE 


The following don appeared in yester- 
day’s TRIBUNE: 

Aurora, III., Jan. 30.—[Special.]—A movement 
is being made for a convention of Mayors and 
City Attorneys of all cities in the State having a 
population of over 10,000 to be held at Springfield 
during the present session of the Legislature. 
The object of the proposed convention is to ob- 
tain a change in the laws regulating the revenues 
of cities by increasing the limit of taxation so 
that more monéy can be raised by general taxa- 
tion and less meed be raised by special assess- 
ments. i 

The taxpayers of the cities which come un- 
der this classification will ask naturally what 
this means. It means simply that the appetite 
of the tax-eaters for more money to spend is 
insatiable; that the millions already at their 
disposal do not suffice them, and that they 
wish to increase the size of the sums they 
handle to the utmost limit af public en- 
durance, with no intention, however, that the 
citizens shall receive any more benefit from 
the larger contribution than from the heavy 


taxes they pay now. 
Therefore if the taxpayers are wise they 
will tell their representatives in the Legis- 


| lature to turn a deaf ear to the pleadings of 


Mayors, City Attorneys, and other municipal 
officers, and to refuse to repeal that 2 per cent 
limitation on taxation which has been such a 
hindrance to the designs of that class of in- 
dividuals called officeholders, who live off the 
earnings and industry of others. These cor- 
morants will say, however, that there are 
many municipal things which should be done, 
but which will have to be neglected if more 
tax money is not forthcoming. The answer 
to that is simple: Do business as private 
individuals do and the present tax collections 
will be ample for all purposes,” 

At present the city gets little more than half 
as much work in return for each dollar it pays 
out as a private individual or a corporation. 
It pays the men in its service 25 to 50 per cent 
a day more than they could get elsewhere for 
similar labor and it makes them work for 


fewer hours a day. The result is that it costs 


the city not far from twice as much to get its 
service done as it does private citizens. 
Including specials and assessments and 


liquor licenses the people of Chicago pay this 


year about $15,000,000 in taxes of all kinds. If 
that same sum of money (less that paid the 
State) were placed in the hands of an honest 
corporation it would do nearly twice what it

The man who gets 
one of them knows that he has a soft thing,“ 
that not only will little be expected of him, 
but that neglect of duty, saloon-loafing, and 
street-lounging will not be looked on with 
great disfavor. by his superiors, provided only 
that he will work for the party at the polls 
on primary and election days. 

If the citizens, abandoning the present sys- 
tem, were to contract for the municipal work 
of the city, if that were practicable, there 
would be a notable change in methods. Those 
who had the contracts would take the police 
force, weed vut about one-third as inefficient 
and incompetent men, and cut down the pay 
of the force to correspond with equal service 
in private life. They would reduce by 33 per 
cent the number of clerks who play at work 
in the public offices. Their pay would be 
lessened and their hours lengthened. In the 
Water Department it takes, it is said, twenty 
inspectors to oversee the work of five men. 
That would be changed so that five inspectors 
would oversee efficiently the work of fifty men, 

The city authorities, however, will not adopt 
such a way of doug business. They do not 
wish to drop any of the partisan loafers they 
have on the pay-rolls. Their anxiety is to put 
more there. The pressure of the outsiders to 
be “let in is very great. There is not an 
officeholder but has several friends whom he 
would like to see living on taxes like himself. 
It cannot be done unless more taxes are im- 
posed on the people. If this hated 2 per cent 
limitation were swept away and a 4. 8, or 6 
per cent one substituted, room could be made 
for mure tax-eaters, but those who paid the 
taxes would get nothing substantial in return 
for their money. 

It will be noticed that one of the reasons 
given by the Mayors why it is not desirable to 
increase the limit. of taxation is that it will 
not be necessary to raise as much money by 
special assessments. This change is directly 
in the interest of the tax-eaters. The citizen 
gets back more out of his special assessment 
than out of any other tax he pays, because it 
is collected for a apecific purpose and the ex- 
penditure takes place more directly under his 
eyes. Suppose it is to pavé the street in 
front of his house. If the work is not done 
properly or at too large an expense he makes 
a fuss about it. If it is done, since he knows 
about what it should cost, he cannot be cheated 
very much. But the city authorities do not 
wish the taxpayer to know so much about how 
the money is spent. They want him to be ig- 
norant where his money goes. Therefore 
they have favored special assessments only 
when there is no other way to get the money 
by direct taxation. If they could they would 
collect by general tax every cent expended, 
as that would enable them to increase the per- 
centage of it which would go to pay tax-de- 
vourers for doing a quarter less work than 
other people for half as much more pay.

TO HURT MORTGAGEORS, NOT TO HELP 
THEM. 

The present revenue law of this State pro- 
vides that where a man has mortgaged his 
property he shall pay a tax on the full value 
of it, and that the man who holds the mortgage 
shall be taxed on it—shall pay taxes on some- 


thing which has passed for a term of years out 


of his hands and is in the possession and use 
of another. This is double taxation, an at- 
tem pt to make the same property pay tribute 
twice over. The object of this unjust law was 
to swell the revenues for the benefit of the 
tax-eaters. It has, however; failed signally 
of its purpose. Mortgages are not listed by 
those who hold them, and Assessors go to no 
trouble to hunt them up. 
fore it would be but common sense to 
‘repeal a provision which cannot and should 
not be enforced: But instead of doing that an 
attempt is being made to change the law, 
professedly in the interest of owners of real 
estate who have to borrow money. The prop- 
osition is to keep on taxing the holder of the 
mortgage on the property which is not in his 
possession, but to relieve the mortgageor from 
the payment of the taxés on that part of his 
land represented by the money he has bor- 
rowed. This is the bill introduced by Mr. 
Parsons of Gallatin, one of the extreme 
southern counties of the State: 
- Amortgage, deed of trust, contract, or other 
obligation by which a debt is secured shall, for 
the purposes of assessment and taxation, be 
deemed and treated as an interest in the property 
affected thereby. In case of debt so secured the 
value of the property affected by such mortgage, 
deed of trust, contract, or. obligation, less the 
value of such security, shall be assessed and taxed 
to the owner of the property, and -the value of 
such security shall-be assessed and taxed by the 
owner thereof, in the county, city, or district in 
which the property affected thereby is situate. 
The taxes so levied shall bea lien upon the 
property and security, aud may be paid by either 
party to such security; if paid by the owners of 
such security the tax so levied upon the property 
affected thereby shall become a part of the debt 
so secured ; if the owner of such security, the tax 


become a part of the debt so secured; if the own- 
er of the property shall pay the tax so levied on 


? such security it shall constitute a payment there- 


on, and to the extent of such payment a full dis- 
charge théreof: provided, that if any such securi- 
ty or indebtedness shall be paid by any such debt- 
or or debtors after assessment and before the tax 
levy, the amount of such levy may likewise be re- 
tained by such debtor or debtors, and shall be 


Every contract hereafter made by 
which a debtor is obligated to pay any tax or as- 
sesément on money loaned, or on any mortgage, 
deed, or trust, or other lien, shall, as to any inter- 
est specified therein and as to such tax or assess- 
ment. be null and void. 


The first difficulty which would present 
itself if this bill were to become a law would 
be when the Assessor came to make his valu- 
ation of the two interests in a piece of real es- 
tate, one held by the ¢reditor and another by 
the debtor. As everybody knows, while the 
law requires property to be assessed at its full 
cash value it is never done, the return made 
by the Assessor ranging from, a fourth to a 
tenth of the real value. A piece of property 
fairly worth $12,000 would not be assessed for 
over $3,000. If it werd incumbered for $6,000

The wise draftsman of this 
bill thought that he had by its last clause 
made it impossible for the creditor to shift 
the payment of the tax on the debtor.

«form. He takes these papers to @ capitalist 
and asks him for the $5,000 in exchange. The 
moneyed man says:

much, The most that I can give is $4,700 or 
$4,800." Other capitalists say the same thing. 

Not a word is said about taxes, but finally it 
dawns on the mind of the would-be borrower 
that this suin of $200 or $300 which the money- 
lenders insist on holding back is the fund 
from which they intend paying the taxes which 
may be charged up against them dur mg the 
life of the mortgage. He sees that if he takes 
the money on their terms he will have to pay 


all the taxes and will have to pay half of them | 


long in ad vande of the time they come due. 
And as the lender cannot tell exactly what the 
taxes will be he will charge enough to cover 
any possible increase in them. Or, the 
ordinary rate of interest on such a loan being 
6 per cent, the money-lender will say he must 
have 7 or 735, and he will make the loan for 
one year only. This increased interest will 
meet the taxes the lender has to pay. If at the 
end of the year the borrower asks for a re- 
newal of the loan the lender will let him have 
it at the same rate of interest if he thinks the 
taxes are to be no higher. If he thinks they 
will be heavier he charges 8 per cent interest. 

These are facts which the real-estate men of 
Chicago shonid meditate on and should im- 
press on their representatives in the Legisla- 
ture. The interests of these dealers are at 
stake, because if the borrowing of money 
were made more difficult and more expensive 
transactions in real estate would fall off 
greatly. Building associations would suffer 
and so would private individuals. The capital 
which flows into Chicago now from all parts 
of the country for investment would go else- 
where, and the capital of this city which finds 
at present profitable uses at home would 
leave the State, just as the surplus capital of 
Michigan was driven here by a law similar to 
that which Mr. Parsons, who, being an editor, 
ought to know better, has introduced in the 
Legislature. This proposition is a catching 
one. Many will favor it because they think it 
will lessen cheir taxes if they borrow money. 
Therefore the Real-Estate Board should throw 
its influence againstthe delusive scheme at 
once. 


AN EXPLANATION. 

It will be noticed by the readers of the arti- 
cle in this morning’s paper about the fire of 
1871 that the fac-simile of Taz TRIBUNR of 
Sunday morning the 10th of October shows 
but two pages—the second and third. That 
this may be understood it should be stated 
that at that time Tus Trisune was a “ blanket 
sheet of four pages. As there were then in 
Chicago no petfecting presses, which print 
both sides of a sheet at once, it was the cus- 
tom to send down and put on the press first 
the two inside pages as they were called, 
print them first, and then run through the 
press again this haif-printed sheet so that the 
first aud fourth pages might be printed.

matter had been written but not sent to the 
printers, when it got so hot and smoky in the 
pressroom that 1t was ‘necessary to ieave the. 
room. And even ifall the matter had been 
set up and sent to the pressroom it would 
have been impossible to do anything with it, 
for the heat was so great there that the inking 
rollers of the presses had melted, and the 
pressmen were helpless. This great heat was 
caused by the burning of the buildings on 
Dearborn and Madison facing the west and 
north fronts of Taz Tarsune building. 


A LESSON IN PRACTICAL PEDAGOGY. 

The recent experiences of Edgar Farmer, a 
muscular and plucky teacher, in charge of the 
Mount Hope school, near Anderson, Ind., 
will recall many an incident which occurred 
in the records of school-teaching before the 
modern era of moral suasion and governing 
without compulsion or chastisement. Some 
of the older male pupils, old enough and big 
enough to have known better, had conducted 
themselves in an offensive manner to young 
women in the school and the teacher resolved 
to punish them. One of the worst, an over- 
grown hulk, was called out to receive 
his punishment. As he left his seat he was 
joined by four others and the five made a 
combined assault upon the teacher. Farmer 
made his way through them, locked the door, 
pulled off his coat, thrashed all five of them 
single-handed, and reduced them to obedience 
and prompt submission, after presenting each 


one of the five with a pair of black eyes and a 


bloody nose. The regular school program 
then was resumed as if nothing had happened 
and no trouble has. occurred since. The 
young ladies are unmolested and Mr. Farmer 
is master of the situation. 

Had this affair happened in a school gov- | 
erned upon the modern ideas of love and | 
mercy and moral suas ion what would have been 
the outcome? Theteacher not being allowed 
to punish, all he could have done would have 
been to reprimand and wait the chances of 
their pepeating the offense. If they repeated 
it, as most likely they would, there being no 
punishment to fit the case, the most that could 
be done would be to remove them from the 
school, but this would deprive them of their 
right to an. education and at the same- 
time would not have had the slightest 
moral influence. If the teacher made 
his reprimand specially severe, and so arous7d 
the angry passions of the young brutes that 
they made an assault upon him, it would be 
his duty to take the thrashing or subject him- 
self to the penalty of losing his situation if he 
should thrash them. Mr. Farmer’s method 
seems to have many advantages in its favor as 
compared with the modern one. He promptly 
and properly resented indignities offered to the 
young ladies in his charge and the parents of 
all the female pupils in his school will feel that 
their girls are in safe hands. He conferred a 
measureless obligation on the five young men 
by teaching them,in a remarkably striking 
object lesson, the beauties of obedience, which 
is the principal deficit in the character of the 
average young lad' of the day, and 
that respect for superiors which woll-nigh 
has disappeared. He accomplished this 
also without depriving one of them of the 
rights of education. They are contented,

fe, whether of man or beast, in all that quar- 
ter of the island. Winged by her ion im- 
petus and the dying breeze, the Casco skimmed 
under cliffs, opened out a cove, showed us a 
beach and some green trees, and filled up 
again, bowing to the swell. Tne trees, from 
our, distance, might have been _ hazel; 
the beach might have been in Europe; 
the mountain forms behind modele 
e from the Alps, and the for- 
est which clustered on their ramparts a 
growth no more considerable than dur Scot: 
tish heath. Again the cliff yawned, but now 
with a deeper entry; and the Casco, hauling 
her wind, began to slide into the Bay of Ana- 
ho. The cocoa palm, that giraffe of vegetables, 
so graceful, so ungainly, to the European eye 
80 foreign, was to be seen crowding on the 
beach and climbing and fringing the steep 
sides of mountains. Rude and bare hills*em- 
braced the inlet upon either hand; it was in- 
closed to the landward by a bulk of shattered 
mountains. In every crevice of that barrier 
the forest harbored, roosting and nesting there 


-like birds about a ruin; and far above it 
ygreened and roughed the razor edges of the 


summit. * 

Under the eastern shore our schooner, now 
bereft of any breeze, continued to creep in, 
the smart creature when once under way ap- 
pearing motive in herself. From close aboard 
arose the bleating of young lambs; a. bird 
sang in the hillside; the scent of the land and 
of a hundred fruits or flowers flowed forth to 
meet us; and. presently’a house or two ap- 

ared, standing high on the ankles of the 

ills, and one of these surrounded with what 
seemed a gafden. These conspicuous habita- 
tions, that patch of culture, had we but known. 
it, were a mark of the passage of whites; 


and we might have approached a hundred 
islands and not found their parallel. It was 
longer ere we spied the natiye village, stand- 
ing (in the universal fashion) close upon 
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OFF THE COAST 


close of 1889. By that time gratitude and 


habit were beginning to attach me to the 
islands; I had gained a competency of 


‘new interests; the time of my voyage had 
passed like days in fairyland, and I decided to 
‘remain, If more days are granted me they 
shall, be passed where I have found life most 
pleasant and man most interesting. The axes 
of my black boys are already clearing the 
foundations of my future house, and I must 
learn to address readers from the uttermost 
parts of the sea. 

That I should thus have reversed the ver- 
dict of Lord Tennyson’s hero is less eccentric 
than appears. Few men who come to the 
islands leave them; they grow gray where they 
alighted; the palm shades and the trade wind 

- fans them till they die, perhaps cherishing to 
‘the last the fancy of a visit heme, which is 
rarely made, more rarely enjoyed, and yet 
more rarely repeated.. No part of the world 
exerts the same attractive power upon the 
visitor, and the task before me is to communi- 
cate to fireside travelers some sense of its se- 
duction, and to describe the life, at sea and 


ashore, of many hundred thousand persons, 


some of our own blood and language, all our 
contemporaries, and yet as remote in thought 
and habit as Rob Roy or Barbarossa, the 
A or the Caesars. 

first experience can never be repeated. 
The first love, the first sunrise, the first South 
Sea island are memories apart and touched 
a virginity of sense. The 28th of July, 1888, 


the moon was an hour down by 4 in the morn- 


ing. In the east a radiating center of bright- 
ness told of the day; and beneath, on the sky 
line, the 2 bank was already building, 
black as ink. We have all read of the swift- 
ness of the day’s coming and departure gn low 
latitudes; it is a point om which the scientific 
and the sentimental tourist are at one, and 
inspired some tasteful poetry. Fhe period 
certainly varies with the season; but here 
is one case exactly noted. Although the dawn 
Was thus preparing by 4, the sun was 
not up till 6: and it was half-past 5 before 
We could distinguish our expected islands 
from the clouds on the horizon. Eight de-

a curve of beach, close under a grove of 
palms, the sea in front 8 and whiten- 
ing on a concave arc of reef. For the cocoa 
tree and the island man are both lovers and 
neighbors of the surf. The coral waxes, the 
m grows, but man * says the sad 
ahitian proverb;' but they are all three, so 
long as they endure, co-haunters of the beach. 
The mark of anchorage was a blow-hole in the 
rocks near the southeasterly corner of the 
bay. Punctually to our use the blow-hole 
spouted; the schooner turned upon her heel; 
the anchor plunged. It was asmall sound, a 
great event; my soul went down with these 
moorings, whence no windlass may extract 
nor any diver fish it up; and I, and some part 
of my ship’s company, were from that hour 
the bondslaves of the Isles of Vivien.

The eyes af all Polynesians are large, 
juminous, and meiting; they are like the eyes 
of animals and some Ital ‘The Romans 
knew that look and had a word for it; oe 
they said—eyes rancid with expression. 
of despair came over me, to sit there 
under all these staring and be 
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munication, like furred animals, or folk born 
deaf. or the dwellers ot some alien planet. 

To cross the Channel is for a boy of 12 to 
change heavens; to cross the Atlantic for a 
man of 24 is hardly to modify his 
diet. But I was now escaped out of 
the shadow of the Roman Empire, 
under whose toppling monuments we 
were all cradled, whose laws and letters are on 
every hand of us, constraining and preventing. 
I was now to see what men might be whose 
fathers had never studied Virgil, had never 
n conquered by Cesar, and never been 
ruled by the wisdom of Gaius or Papinian. By 
the same step I had journeyed forth out of 
that comfortable zone of kindred languages, 
where the curse of Babel is so easy to be reme- 
died; and my new fellow creatures sat before 
me dumb like images. Methought, in my 
travels, all human relation was to be ex- 
cluded; and when I returned home (for in 
those days I still projected my return) I 


only inclinea me to view my fresh acquaint- 
ances with favor, but ually modified 
my judgment. A polite lishman comes 
today to the Marquéses @nd is amazed to 
find the men tattooed; po Italians came 
not long ago to England and found our fathers 
stained with woad ; and when I paid the return 
visit as a little boy I was highly diverted with 
the backwardness of Italy: so insecure, so 
much g matter of the day and hour, is the pre- 
eminence of race.

There could be nothing more natural than 
these apprehensions, nor anything more 
pe pene In my experience of the islands 

had never again so menacing a reception; 
were I to meet with such today I should be 
more alarmed and tenfold more surprised. 
The majority of Polynesians are easy folk to 
get in touch with, frank, fond of notice, 
greedy of the least affection, like amiable, 
fawning dogs; and even with the Marquesans, 
so recently and so imperfectly redeemed from 
a blood-boltered barbarism, all were to be- 
come our intimates, and one, at least, was to 
mourn sincerely our departure. 

The impediment of tongues was one that I 
particularly overestimated. The languages 
of Polynesia are easy to smatter, though hard 
to speak with elegance. And they are ex- 
tremely similar, so that a person who has a 
tincture of one or two may risk,- not without 
hope, an attempt upon the others. 

Not only is Polynesian easy to smatter, but 
interpreters abound. - Missionaries, traders, 
and broken white folk living on the bounty of 
the natives are to be found in almost every 
isle and hamlet; and even where these are un- 
serviceable the natives themselves have often 
scraped up a little English, and in the French 
zone (tho 
French-English, or an efficient pidgin, what is 
called to the west ward .

The hamlet of Anaho stands on a margin of 
flat land between the west of the beach and 
the spring of the impending mountains. A 
grove of palms, mj ge ruffling its green 
fans, carpets it (as for a triumph) with fallen 
branches, and shades it like an arbor. A road 
runs from end to end of thecovert Among beds 
of flowers, the milliner's shop of the com-. 
munity; and here and there, in the grateful 
twilight, in an air filled with a diversity of 
scents, and still within hearing of the surf 
upon the reef, the native houses stand in scat- 
tered neighborhood. The same word, as we 
have 8 in many tongues of 
Polynesia, with scarce a shade of difference, 
the abode of man. But although the word be 
the same, the structure itself continually 
varies; and the Marqu ng the most 
backward and barbarous 
the most commodiously lodged. e grass 
huts of Hawaii, the bird cage houses of Ta- 


in Majuro a Marshall Island boy who spoke 
excellent English; this he had learned in the 
German firm in Jaluit, yet did not speak one 
word of German. I heard from a gendarme 
who had taught school in Rapa-iti that while 
the children had the utmost difficulty or re- 
luctan¢e to learn French they picked up En- 
glish on the wayside and as if by accident. On 
one of the most out of the way tolls in the 
Carolines my friend, Mr. Benjamin Herd, was 
amazed to find the lads playing cricket on 
the beach and talking English and it was in 
English that the crew of the 
set of black boys from different 
lanesian Islands, communicated with 
other natives throughout the cruise, 
transmitted orders, and sometimes jested to- 
gether on the fore hatch. But what struck me 
perhaps most of all was a word I heard on the 
veranda of the Tribunal at Noumea. A case 
had just been heard—a trial for infanticide 
against an ape-like native woman, and the 
audience were smoking cigarettes as they 
awuited the virdict. An anxious, amiable 
French lady, not far from tears, was eager for 
acquittal, and declared she would engage the 
prisoner to be her children's nurse. The by- 
standers exclaimed at the proposal ; the woman 
was a savage, said they, and spoke no lan- 
guage. Mais, vous savez,’’ objected the fair 
sentimentalist; “ils apprennent si vite 1 
Anglais!“ . 

But to be able to speak to people is not all. 
And in the first stage of my relations with na- 
tives 1 was helped by two things. To begin 
with, I was the showman of the Casco, She, 
her fine lines, tall spars, and snowy decks, the 
crimson fittings of the saloon, and the white, 
the gilt, and repeating mirrors of the tiny 
cabin, brought us a hundred visitors. The men 
fathomed out her dimensions with their arms 
as their fathers fathomed out the ships of 
Cook; the women declared the cabins more 
lovely than a church; bouncing Junos were 
never weary of sitting in the chairs and con- 
templating in the glass their own bland im- 
ages, and I have seen one lady strip up her 
dress, and, with cries of wonder and de 
rub herself _bare-breeched upon the velvet 
cushions. Biscuit, jam, and sirup was the 
entertainment, and, as in European arlors, 
the photograph album went the — This 
sober gallery, their every-day costumes and 
physiognomies, had become transformed in 
three weeks’ sailing into things wonderful, and 
rich, and foreign; alien faces, barbaric dress- 
es, they were now beheld and fingered in the 
swerving cabin with innocent excitement and 
surprise. Her Majesty was often recognized, 
and I have seen French subjects kiss her pho- 
tograph ; Capt. Speedy—in an Abyssinian war 
é supposed to be the uniform of the Brit- 
ish army—met with much acceptance, and th 
effigies of Mr. Andrew Lang were admired in 
the Marquesas.

hae, or dwelling platform. The paepae is an 
oblong terrace, built without cement, of black 


r volcanic stone, from twenty to fifty feet in 


length, raised from four to eight feet from the 
earth, and accessible by a brood stair. Along 
the back of this, and coming at about half its 
width, runs the open front of the house, like 
a covered — = the interior sometimes 
neat and almost elegant in its bareness. 
the sleeping space divided off by an end- 
long coaming, some bright raiment perhaps 
hanging from a nail, and a lamp, and a 
sewing-machine the only marks of civ- 
ilization. On the outside, at one end of the 
terrace, burns the cooking fire under a shed; 
at the other there is perhaps a pen for pigs; 
the remainder is the evening lounge and al- 
fresco ‘banquet hall of the inhabitants. To 
some houses water is brought down the mount- 
ain in bamboo pipes, perforated for the sake 
of sweetness. With the Highland comparison 
in my mind I was struck to remember the 
sluttish mounds of turf and stone in which 1 
have sat and been entertained in the Heb- 
rides and North Islands. Two things, I sup- 
pose, explain the contrast. In Scotland wood 
18 rare. and with materials so rude as turf and 
stone, the very hope of neatness is excluded. 
And in Scotiand it is cold. Shelter and a 
hearth are needs so pores that a map looks 
not beyond; he is out all day after a bare 
bellyful, and at night when he saith, Aha, 
it is warm!” he has not appetite for more. 
Or if for something else, then something 
higher; a fine school of poetry and song arose 
in these rough shelters, and an air like Loch- 
aber-no more” is an evidence of refinement 
more convincing, as well as more imperish- 
able, than a palace. 

To one such dwelling 32 a considera- 
ble troop of relatives and dependents resort. 
In the hour of the dusk, when the fire blazes 
and the scent of the cooked breadfruit fills the 
air,and perhaps the’ lamp glints already be- 
tween the pilars of the house, you shall behold 
them silently, assemble to this meal, men, 
women, and children; and the dogs and pigs 
frisk together up the terrace stairway, switch- 
ing rival tails. The strangers from the ship 
were soon equally welcome; welcome to dip 
their * in the wooden dish, to drink cocoa- 
nut milk, to share the circulating pipe, and to 
hear and hold high debate about the misdeeds

With people 
as nice and so touchy it was scarce to be sup- 
posed that our company of greenhorns should 
not blunder into offenses. Hoka, on one of his 
visits, fell suddenly in a brooding silence, and 
presently after left the ship with cold formal- 
When hes took me back into favor he 
adroitly and pointedly explained the nature of 
my offense: I had asked him to sell cocoa- 
nuts; and in Hoka’s view articies of food were 
things that a gentleman should give, not sell; 
or at least that he should not sell to any friend. 
On another occasion I gave my. boat’s crew a 
luncheon of chocolate and biscuits. 


as perhaps we should, 
in his fine new European house, 
the only one in the amlet. In 
the second, when we came ashore upon a visit 
to his rival, Taipi-kikino, it was Toma whom 
we saw standing at the head of the beach, a 
magnificent figure of a man, magnificently 
tattooed; and it was of Toma that we asked 
our question: Where is the chief???

It was strange to see 
the lad so much affected ; stranger still to rec- 
ognize in his last gift one of the curios we had 
refused on the first day, and to know our 
friend, so gayly pressed, so plainly moved at 
our departure, for one of the half-naked crew 
that had besieged and insulted us on our ar- 


rival; strangest of all, perhaps, to find in that 


carved handle of a fan, the last of those curi- 
osities of the first day which had now all been 
given to us by tneir possessors—their chief 
merchandise, for which they had sought to 
ransom us as long as we were strangers, 


which they pressed on us for nothing as soon 
as we were friends. The last visit was not 


long protracted. One after another they 
shook hands and got down into their canoe, 
when Hoka turned his back immediately upon 
the ship, so that wesaw his face no more. 
Taipi, on the other hand, remained standing 
and facing us with gracious valedictory gest- 
ures: and when Capt. Otis dipped the ensign 
the whole party saluted with their hats. This 
was the farewell; the episode of our visit to 
Anaho was held concluded; and though the 
Casco remained nearly forty hours at her 
moo not one returned on board, and I 
ain inclined to think they avoided appearing 
on the beach. This reserve and dignity is the 
finest trait of the Marquesan.

Fortune. -

BARON HAUSSMANN. those of the Third Na- 
poleon’s Ministers and Generals have long 
since been forgotten. It is but fair to add 
that the transformation of Paris, the sweep- 
ing away of all the old shanties and kennels, 
alleys, and culs-de-sac, and the laying out 
of spacious boulevards and avenues lined with 
imposing houses of freestone, s and seven 
stories high, was Napoleon’s own idea; and, 
indeed, the work had already been in progress 
for some time when in June, 1863, M. Hauss- 
mann was appointed Prefect of the Seine. But 
it was under the Baron’s auspices that all the 
more notable improvements were effected, 
and if Paris is nowadays blessed with a larger 
allowance of light and air than is enjoyed by 
any other Capital city in the world it mainly 
owes it to the energy and industry of the 
much-reviled functionary who has just passed 
away. 

— Haussmann was a favorite of Napo- 
leon III. He had been a Bonapartist prior to 
the establishment of the imperi e. At 
was to him, indeed, that the Prince President | 
addressed the memorial words, “The ire 
is Peace.“ on the occasion of his journey to 
Bordeaux in the summer of 1851; Al- 
though not resident in Paris at the time of the 
coup d’état, he was one of the few who from 
the outset were intrusted with the secret of 
that famous plot. Haussmann’s reward for 
such services as he ren in lishing 
the Empire was the t of, Prefect of 
the Seine, in which - Enfperor main- 
tained him as long as he was able to 
withstand the popular clamor provoked by the 
more than unsatisfactory state of the Baron’s 
accounts. M. Jules Ferry, nowadays one of 
if not the most eminent of French 
owes all his power fortune to a li 
pamphlet which he published at that time 
under the title of Les Comptes Fantastiques 
d’Haussmann,”’ a parody. of course, on Hoff- 
mann’s well-known “ ontes Fantastiques,” 
this pamphlet winning him the favor of the 
Parisian bourgeoise and proletariat and a seat 
in the Corps islatif at the elections of 1869. 
In every respect save one this brochure was 
M. Ferry’s own work; the epigrammatic title 
which made its future was ae to its 
author by the late M. Nefftzer, editor of the 
Paris Temps.

ONE OF ABRAHAM LINCOLN’S FRIENDS. 


Death in California of Ex-Judge Miller of 
the Illinois Supreme Court. 

San Francisco Bulletin: The death of Anson 
G. Miller, LL.D., of Santa Cruz County, re- 
moves, so iaras is known, the only intimate 
personal friend of Abraham Lincoln in this 
State. Judge Miller came to California about. 
fifteen years ago, and, after looking over the 


country, bought a large tract of land in what 


is now known as the Highlands, On the Santa 
attracted thither 
old age by the climate 
y the advantages which were 
offered for fruit, culture. His career as a 
ublic man was over, and he sought a quiet 
ite in the mountains for his advancing 
years. Among the most notable places in 
this Highland district was that of Judge 
Miller. He was an enthusiastic viticulturist. 
His vineyard embraced most of the rare 
varieties. His methods of cultivation in- 
sured success from the start. He was 
not exactlya pioneer. But in many of his 
improvements he led rather than followed. 
Choosing his home in the mountains in an 
isolated district, many miles from the near- 
est post-office, Judge Miller was not widely 
known in this State. He did not court pub- 
licity. He chose rather to enjoy a serene oid 
age in one of the most lovely places in Cali- 
fornia. He was busy to near the last in mak- 
ing improvements and in further perfecting a 
model fruit ranch. 3 
Very few men knew the personal history of 
Abraham Lincoln so well as Judge Miller. 
They had practiced law together, going on the 
circuit? traversing districts when the mud 
roads of Illinois were almost impassable in the 
winter season. Judge Miller had an ex- 
tensive fund of anecdotes of Lincoln 
which never appeared in any  biog- 
raphy of that great inan. At one time, 
we believe, he had cherished the plan of pub- 
lishing these reminiscences, but they never 
have seen the light. It is possible that he 
may have left manuscripts in which are re- 
corded many of these recollections. Judge 
Miller would sometimes entertain friends by 
rsonal recollections of 
Lincoln. He cherished the memory of his 
friend with thé greatest affection. _ | 
It waslargely through Lincoin’s influence 
that Miller was made a Judge of the Su- 
preme Court of Illinois, in which office he 
sérved for some years with honor. He was 
one of that small number who seemed to 
forecast the political destiny of Lincoln. He 
left no honorable means untried to secure 
his friend's nomination. He knew all the 
ins and outs of politics, and considered that 
the best work of his life which had contrib- 
uted to the nomination of his friend. Judge 
Miller was a man of wide reading and large 
acquirements. He was less widely known in 
this State than in Illinois, where the prime of 
his years had been spent and where he filled 
some of the highest offices in the State. But 
he cared most to be known as a successful

In 1875 Lord Houghton realized a long-cherished 
dream by visiting the United States. Not only by 
literary ties, but by certain political sympatiiies, 
he was bound to this country; for he, the Lost of 
Longfellow, the friend of Emerson, the corre: 
spondent of Sumner, had beenafriend of the 
North when it was not fashionable in London to 
espouse_the Northern cause. It is not in an in- 
vidious spirit that one recalls his championship of 
the Union at a time when so shrewd ajudgeas our 
warm friend of today, Mr. W. E. Gladstone, thought 
it profitable to invest in the Confederate cotton 


loan. 


Lord Houghton was warmly received in all the 
important cities. The newspapers recorded his 
footsteps, and all kinds of. courtesies were 
extended to him. He marveled at the 
greatness ‘of Chicago and other cities 
which had sprung into existence within the term 
vf his own life. In Chicago he made new friend- 
ships that were lasting; and here he met one old 
friend whom he was anxious to see—Dr. Robert 
Collyer, the Yorkshire blacksmith, who had es- 
tablished his fame as one of the greatest American 
preachers. There was one special place of inter- 
est for him in Chicago—the New England Church, 
tothe building of which he had cantributed a 
stone from the old meetinghouse at Bawtry, 
where many of the leading Puritans met and 
worshiped before they started on their pilgrim- 
age to the New World. : 

At one of the smaller Western towns the visitor 
often afterwards raldted. He had retired one 
night when his servant aroused him to say 
that a newspa;ur reporter insisted on seeing him.

New York, Jan. 29,—[{Special Correspondence. ] 
~The first American city to be written about in 
the series of Historie Towns,” edited by Prof. 
Edward A, Freeman and the Rev. William Hunt 
and published by Longmans, Green & Co., is New 
York, which has been treated by the Hon. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. In his preface Mr. Roosevelt 
tells us that Mr. Brander Matthews is responsible 
for his having undertaken to write this book, in 
which case we also must acknowledge our indebt- 
edness to Mr. Matthews, for Mr. Roosevelt was 
certainly a wise choice as the historian of this 
particular city. It has been his aim, he tells us, 
less to collect new facts than to w from the 
enormous storehouse of facts already collected 
which were of real importance in New York 
history, and to show their true meaning and their 
relation to one another; to sketch the workings 
of the town’s life—social, commercial, and po- 
litical—at successive perjods, with their sharp 
transformations and contrasts: and to trace the 
causes which gradually changed a little Dutch 
trading-hamlet into a huge American city. 

have also striven,” says Mr. Roosevelt. to 
make clear the logical sequence and continuity of 
these events; to outline the steps by which the 
city gradually obtained a free political life; and 
to give proper prominence to the remarkable 
and ever-fecurring revolutions in the ethnic 
make-up of our mixed population—a population 
which from the beginning has been composed of 
many different race elements and which has owed 
its marvelous growth more to immigration than 
to natural increase.“ Dae 

Mr. Roosevelt has done little more than touched 
upon the social and political problems of the 
present day ; for to deal with these at any length, 
he observes ** would turn the volume into a tract 
instead of a history. I have no wish to hide er 
excuse our faults,“ he writes, for I hold that he 
is often the best American who strives hardest to 
correct American shortcomings, and is most will- 
ing to profit by the experience of other nations, 
especially of those that are nearest of kin to us 
by blood, belief, speech, and law, and that are 
knit closer to us by the kindly ties of a former 
common historygand common traditions.”’ 

He is, however. just as little disposed to give 
way toundue pessimism as to undue or arrogant 
optimism. Both our virtues and defects he takes 
into account. For instance, he says—and no one 
knows it better than we New-Yorkers—that *‘ there 
are great European cities with much cleaner mu- 
nicipal governments than ours“; but on the other 
hand the condition of the masses in these same 
cities is much worse than it is in New York. Our 
remarked superiority in one respect, however, is 
no excuse or palliation for our remarkable falling 
off in another; but it must at least be accepted as 
an offset; and then Mr. Roosevelt goes on to em- 
phasize some of the points he made in his recent 
speech before the Nineteenth Century Club. 

In speaking of my own countrymen,” he says, 
“there is one point upon which I wish to lay espe- 
cial stress—+that. is the necessity for a feeling of 
broad, radical, and intense Americanism if good 
work isto be done in any direction. Above all, 
the one essential for success in every political 
movement which is to do lasting good is that our 
citizens should act as Americans, not as Amer- 
icans with a prefix or qualification, not 
as Irish- Americans, German-Americans, 
tive Americans, but as Americans 
pure andsimple. It is an outrage for a man to 
drag foreign politics into our contests, and to 
vote as ao Irishman, German, or other foreigner, 
as the case may be; and there is no worse citizen 
than a professional Irish dynamiter or German 
Anarchist, because of his attitude towards our 
political and social life, not to mention his effurts 
to embroil us with foreign Powers. But it is no 
less an Outrage to discriminate against one who 


has become an American in good faith merely be- 


cause of his creed or birthplace. Every man who 


-has gone into practical politics knows well 
enough that if he joins good men and fights those 


who are evil he can pay no Reed to lines of di- 
vision drawn according to race or religion. It 
would be well for New York if a larger 
proportion of her native born children 
came up to the standard set by not a 
few of those of foreign birth. The two men who 
did most to give Brooklyn good government were 
two Mayors, one of German birth, the other of 
pure native American stock. My own warmest 
and most disinterested political friends and sup- 
porters in this city and most trusted allies in the 
State Legislature included men of Irish and Ger- 
man, no less than of native American, descent— 
but all of them genuine Americans, the former 
just as much so as the latter. No city could wish 
representatives more loyal and disinterested in 
their devotion to the welfare of the Common- 
wealth, a devotion for which they were often ill 
tewarded. Of the last four Mayors of New York 
two haye beer natives and two of Irish stock, and 
no political line can be drawn between them 
which will not throw one Irishman and 
one American on one side and one Irish- 
man and one American on the other. 
In short, the most important lesson taught by the» 
history of New York City is the lessun of Ameri- 
canism-— the lesson that he among us that wishes 
to win honor in our life and to play his part hon- 
and manfully must be indeed an American 

in purpose, in spirit, in heart, thought, and 
deed.” | 

Mr. Roosevelt is interesting when he talks upon 
the so¢ial life of the city, which he does towards 
the end of the book. He has his little shot at 
those Americans who, with singular poverty of 
the imagination, proceed on the assumption that 
to enjoy their wealth they must slavishly imitate 
the superficial features and the defects rather 
than the merits of the life of the wealthy classes 
of Europe, instead of borrowing only its best 
traits, and adapting even these to their own sur- 
roundings. They put wealth above everything else, 
and thérefore hopelessly valgarize their lives, This 
was more true, however, twenty-five or thirty 
years agothan it is today. Mr. Roosevelt runs 
hurriedly but entertainingly over the history of 
New York from 1860 to 1390, dwelling upon its 
riots, its financial panics, its politics, its art, its 
literature, and its social side. He is such a good 
citizen bimself that it is hard for him to look with 
patienee upon the bad citizen; that is, the man 
who from carelessness and indifference neglects 
his political duties. The trouble is that in ordi- 
nary times the self-seeking political mercenaries 
are the only persons who. both keep alert and un- 
derstand the situation; and they commonly reap 
their reward. The mass of vicious and ignorant 
voters--especially among those of foreign 
origin—forms a trenchant weapon, - forged 
ready to their hand, and presents a standing 
menace to our prosperity; and the selfish or 
short-sighted indifference of decent men is only 
one degree less dangerous. Yet of recent years 
there has been among men of character and good 
standing a steady growth of interest in, anda 
feeling of responsibility for, our politics. This 
otherwise most healthy growth has been at times 
much hampered and warped by the political ig- 
norance and bad judgment of the leaders in the 
movement. Too often the educated men, who 
withogt having any practical training as poli- 
ticians yet turn their attention to polities, are 
and remain utterly ignorant of the real workings 
of our governmental system, and intheir attitude 
toward our public men oscillate between excessive 
credulity concerning their idol of the moment 
and jealous, ignorant prejudice against thod 
with whom they temporarily disagree. They for- 
get, moreover, that the man who really counts in 
the world is the doer, not the mere critic—the 
man who really dées the work, even if wrongly 
and imperfectly, not the man who only talks or 
writes about how it ought to be done.“ , 

Neither the unintelligent and rancorous parti- 
an nor the unintelligent and rancorous inde- 
pendent is a desirable member of the body politic, 
and it is unfortunately true of each of them that 
he seems to regard with special and sour hatred 
not the bad man; but the good man with whom 
he politically differs. Above all,every young man 
should realize that it is a disgrace to him not 
to take part in some way in the work of govern- 
ing the city. Whoever fails to do this fails 
notably in his duty to the Commonwealth.“ Mr. 
Roosevelt regards as the greatest piece of literary 
work which has been done in America or indeed 
anywhere, of recent years, that which was done 
by a citizen of New York, not a professed man 
of letters, but a great General and ex-President 
of the United States, writing his memoirs on his 
deathbed to save his family from want.“ Not- 
withstanding the fact that this book has had a 
large sale among the people Mr. Roosevelt thinks 
that it is hardly yet’ appreciated at its proper 
worth by the critics; and it is scarcely too high 
praise to say that both because of the intrinsic 
worth of the matter and because of its strength 
and simplicity as a pieee of literary work it 
almost deserves to rank with the speeehes and 
writings of Abraham Lincoln.” 8 

As for the upper social world, the fashionable 
world, At is much as it was when portrayed in the 
Potiphar papers, except that modern society has 
“ shifted the shrine at which it pays comical but 
sincere homage from Paris to London. Perhaps 
it ig rather better, for it is less provincial and a 
trifle more American.“ Mr, Roosevelt says the 
greedy tyranny of the unscrupulous rich and the 
anarchic violence of the wieious and ignorant 


poor are ever threatening dangers: the gravity 


of which we should realize, and at the same time 
face them with confidence and resolute hope.

The second installment of the Talleyrand Me- 
moirs, which are published i the February num- 
ber of tne Century Magazine, are more like what 
was expected of them than was the first install- 
ment. Here we have Talleyrand’s relations with 
Napoleon Bonaparte and that is what we were 
waiting for. Wecan never hear too much about 
Napoleon. We have now reached 1796. Talley- 
rand has been made an Academician, and through 
his friendship with Barras, brought about’ by 
Mme. de Staél, he gets into close connection with 
the Directory and is not long in becoming Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs. His ambition, however, 
did not allow him to stop here. He saw very soon 
that while there might be a Directory there was 
also a greater power—that of the director—and he 
immediately set himself to work to cultivate this 
power. He describes his first meeting with Bona- 


parte: 

I had never seen him. As already mentioned he 
had written to me—on the occasion of my ap- 
pointment as Minister of Foreigu Affairs—a long, 
carefully-composed letter, in which he evideatly 
intended I should discover a different man from 
the one he had hitherto shown himself on the 
stage of public affairs. On the very 
evening of arrival ia Paris 
he sent me an aide Sesame to inquire 
at what time he could see me. I replied that 1 
was at bis disposal; he sent me word that he 
would call on me at II o’clock the next morning. 
Of this I informed Mme. de Staél, who the follow- 
ing day at 10 o’clock was in my drawing-room. 
There were also present several other 2 
sons brought by curiosity. I recollect that Bow 
gainville was among them. The General bei 
announced I went to meet him. As we crosse 
the drawing-room | introduced Mme. de Staél to 


him; but he hardl id an” attention to her; 
he noticed only Bonfainville, to whom he ad- 


dressed some pleasant words. At first sight he 


struck me as acharming figuce; the laurels of 
twenty “victories are so becoming to youth, a 
handsome eye, a pale complexion, and a certain 
tired look. We went to my study. This first con- 
versation was, on his side without reserve. He 
referred with much courtesy to my appointment 
to the Ministry, and laid emphasis on the pleasure 
he had felt in corresponding in France 
with a person of a different stamp from the 
directors. 

A coolness at last began to show itself between 


Bonaparte and. Talleyrand and the ruin of the 
former was beginning. 
The Amiens peace was barely concluded when 


r moderation seemed to leave him, and 
it ha 


not been completely put in execution when 
he was already sowing the seeds of those new 
wars which were to crush Europe and France and 
eventually bring about his own ruin, Piedmont 
should have been restored to the King of Sar- 


-dinia immediately after the peace of Lunéville; 


it was in the hands of France merely in trust. 
Restoring it would have been an act both 
of strict justice and of very wise policy. 
Bonaparte, on the contrary, annexed it to 
France. made vain efforts to dissuade 
him. He looked upon this measure as affecting 
his own personal interest, his pride seemed to de- 
mand it of him, and he turned a deaf ear to all 
the counsels of prudence. Although his victories 
had coutribut to the enlargement of France, 
none of the territories lately annexed had been 
conquered by the armies he commanded. It was 
under the Convention that the Couaty of Avignon, 
Savoy, Belgium, and the left bank of the Rhine 
had been added to France, and Bonaparte could 
not claim any of these as his own personal con- 
quests. Being aruler, and an hereditary ruler, 
as he wished to be, over a country enlarged by 
officers who were once his equals, and whom he 
wanted to make his subjects, seemed almost 
humiliating to him; and might, moreover, give 
rise to outbreaks of opposition, which he was 


anxious to avoid. Thus it was that, in order to 


justify hisclaimsto the title of sovereign, he 
deemed it necessary to add to the territory of 
France possessions that she should receive from 
himself. He nad been the conqueror of Piedmont 
in 1796; this fact seemed to point out that country 
as the very one to fulfill his views. He therefore 
had its annexation pronounced by the Senate, lit- 
tle dreaming that anybody would call him to ac- 
count for so monstrousa violation of the most 
sacred rights of nations. 

The English Government, who had: made peace 
only through sheer necessity, having now got 
over those difficulties at home which had com- 
pelled them to sign it, and not having as yet re- 
stored Malta, which they wished to retain. seized 
upon the opportunity afforded them by the an- 
nexation of Piedmont to France and resumed hos- 
tilities. This event hastened Bonaparte’s resolve 
to 1 the life-consulate into hereditary 
monarchy. The English had landed on the coast 
ok Brittany a few devo and very enter- 
prising emigrants. es oe availed himself of 
this plot—with which he haa ‘fondly believed he 
could connect Dumouriez, Pichegru, and Moreau, 
his three rivals in glory—to get the title of Em- 
peror bestowed on himself by the Senate. But 
this title, which he would have won as surely by 
wise and moderate means, though perhaps not 
immediately, was purchased with violence and 
crime. He did ascend the throne, but that throne 
was stained with innocent blood—with blood en- 
deared to France by ancient and glorious memo- 
ries. The violent and unexplained death of Piche- 
gru, and the means employed to procure the 
cendemnation of Moreau, might be placed to the 
account of politics, but the assassination of the 
Duke of Enghien, in which act Bonaparte joined 
the ranks and secured the adherefice of those 
guilty of the death of Louis AVI.—men who 
dreaded any kindof power not their own—this 
murder, I say, could not be either excused or for- 
given, and it never has n; and., hence, Bona- 
parte was reduced to the necessity of boasting 
of it. > 

Talleyrand was with Napoleon at Austerlitz 
and he describes his entrance after the battle. 
They went over the dispatch bag from Paris to- 
gether and Talleyrand tells how Napoleon forgot 
the glories of his victory to fret over the indiffer- 
ence expressed toward him by the Faubourg St. 
Germain. 

The Emperor, who at this time was in very con- 
fidential relations with me, desired me to read 
his correspondence to him. We began with de- 
ciphered letters from foreign Am dors in 
ty they were of little interest to him, since 
all the news of the globe was really being enacted 
round about him. Then we came to t 

lice courts; several letters spoke of the em- 

arrassed condition of the bank due to certain 
bad measures of the Minister of Finances—M. de 
Marbois. The report he took greatest notice of 
was that of Mme. nlis; it was long 
and written entirely in her own hand. She 
spoke of the spirit that animated Paris, 
and quoted some offensive remarks made, she 
said, in the houses constituting what was then 
called the Faubourg St. Germain; she named five 
or six families which never would, she added, 
rally to the Government of the Emperor. Certain.

Genlis threw Napoleon into a state of, inconceiv- 
able rage. He swore and stormed against the 
Faubourg St. Germain. Ah, indeed, they think 
themselves stronger than 1.“ he would say, the 
gentiemen of the Faubourg St. Germain do!

Talleyrand left notes of the conversations at 
Erfurt, of which none were more interesting than 
those between Napoleon, Goethe, and Wieland. 


Every morning he read. with complacency, the 
list of newly-arrived personages. The first time 
he saw M. Gcethe’s name he sent for him. 

M. Goethe, I am delighted to see you.“ 

Sire, Lsee that your Majesty, when traveling, 
2 not neglect to cast your eyes on the smallest

A speaking of 
the effects of the war of 1870 and Commune and 
advantages of the change of government and of 
state patronage, he says: 

“The interest of the present condition 
of French art lies in the defln- 
ite and complete triumph of modernism. 
Former epochs have been governed by some kind 
of tradition, but modernism in art is especially 
marked by liberty of the most complete kind— 
freedom to accept or reject everything the past 
has to offer. In a settled, conventional state of 
things men are not free to reject the past, and in 
a revolutionary state they are not free to accept 
it. Modernism has got beyond both these 
stages. 2 1 

He speaks of impressionism as the only impor- 
tant sectarian doctrine now militant in France, 
and remarks that false relations of tone and color 
are presented as superior to the usual methods on 
the ground that whether true or not to nature 
they are faithful to the artist's impressions. Con- 
sequently the criticism to which he would be 
open should be a simple statement of dislike. 
Thus an impressionist might be left with a collec- 
tion on his hands of works of a private and per- 
sonal value, but no more.“

Alfred Stevens once said that “a strange 
thing about impressionism is that all impression 
ists seem to receive the same impression when 
looking at nature, and the contrary ought to be 
the case.“ Certainly every true artist in working 
from nature ought to be an impressionist in the 
sense that his work should be a record he has re- 
ceived in looking at his subject under con- 
ditions which exist at a certain time. 

ut in the pictures of the so-called impression- 
ists of today different subjects by different paint- 
ers seem to be painted in the same tones and exe- 
cuted in the same manner. It would appear that 
the leaders of the numerous groups of impression- 
ists might be giving their honest impressions of 
nature as they have been permitted to receive 
them with their faculties of perception, but it is 
scarcely possible that all their followers should 
see with the same eyes, and one is forced to be- 
lieve that it is rather from his pictures than from 
nature that they receive their impressions.

The Illustrated American gives in its issue 
of yesterday forty reproductions of pictures 
chosen from the great Seeney collection which 
was sold last Tuesday evening at the American 
Art Association galleries in New. York. It gives 
also the portraits of the connoisseur of whose 
ripe knowledge, sound judgment, and infinite 
love of art we see the evidence in this remarka- 
ble collection, and of many of the artists whose 
works arein it, and there ate few of the great 
masters of this century who are not there repre- 
sented. There were 340 carefully chosen works in 
all. The above mentioned journal says: 

It is, indeed, a remarkable collection. It is 
such a collection as only untiring enthusiasm and 
loving devotion to a single aim could bring to- 
gether. It was not got together hurriedly for the 
purpose of sale. It was acquired bit by bit, mas- 
terpiece after masterpiece, by a lover of art 
whose judgment had ripened into an almost in- 


fallible instinct, and who knows also all the ins and 


outs of the art business, who is familiar with the 
best methods of securing what he wanted, Nei- 
ther time nor labor nor expense has been spared. 
To examine this collection, carefully and critical- 
ly, is to obtain a good object lesson in modern art. 
To surrender yourself to its charms is to enjoy a 
rare and high pleasure.“

The officers of various art institutions of 
New York and others held a meeting Jan. 27 to 
consider the advisability of holding a compre- 
hensive exhibition of American art, both retro- 
spective and contemporaneous, to be held in the 
Madison Square Garden Building in the spring of 
1892. The committee who sent out the invita- 
tions is composed entirely of New York artists, 
with Richard Watson Gilder of the Century as 
Chairman. There seems to be no good reason for 
holding such an exhibition.so near to the time of 
the World’s Fair, where the art exhibit 
is intended to cover exactly the same 
ground, unless it is the selfish one of 
the New York artists who will hold this 
exhibition of pictures chosen by a jury of their 
own selection and then endeavor to have them re- 
ceived at the World's Fair en bloc without each 
work being passed upon by the commission’ or 
jury which may be charged with the selection of 
the works to be there exposed. 

This may not be the intention of the New York 
artists, but the way in which the American ex- 
hibit inthe Paris Exposition of 1889 was managed 
by a commission in which were many of the 
artists who are interested in the present move- 
ment should lead us to be wary. In an interna- 
tional exhibition no group of artists should have 
predominance in the choice of works intended to 
represent a nation,

Mr. Johann Galert is actively engaged at 
his studio on Oak street upon two large bas-reliefs, 
which are to be placed on each sidé of the stage 
of McVicker’s Theater in the places usually occu- 
pied by proscenium boxes, which are to be omitted 
in the new arrangement. One represents the 
„Battle of the Sand Hills,” which took place when 
the garrison of Fort Dearborn was leaving it on 
its way to Detroit in August, 1812, and the other 
the Explorations of La Salle.“ 

In the first the artist has brought together 
several incidents of the battle. On the right are 
the Indians emerging from the sand hiils, in 
front, and, desperately fighting with three of 


them, is Capt. Wells, who was stabbed in the 


back after vanquishing them. Next is a lady on 
hotseback. Miss Juliette Kinzie, one of the few 
who escaped. Then follow the soldiers fighting 
about the wagon which contains the women and 
children. History states that there were twelve 
children in this wagon and that after 
the battle one Indian tomahawked 
them all. Near the wagon is a young woman 
holding an Indian by the throat and endeavoring 
to reach his knife. At the same time she is seized 
by another, who is represented again on the ex- 
treme left of the relief in the act of carrying her 
off in spite of her turious resistance. The woman 
was Miss Heald, who was carried off by Black 
Partridge, a friendly Indian, who took her to the 
lake and held her in the water with only her head 
above the surface in order to conceal her that she 
might not be killed. 

The other work represents La Salle and a com- 
panion, probably Tonti, on horseback near the 


center of the panel, preceded by two heralds on. 


horseback on the extreme right and several In- 
dians carrying a canoe laden with baggage. Be- 
hind the two principal figures are men with axes, 
saws, and other tools, and after them a number of 
Indians follow, some assisting by carrying packs. 
The end of the procession is brought up by two 
Franciscan monks on horseback, one of them car- 
rying across. The horses in front are fore-shortened 
in such a way as to give the effect of being seen 
from behind, while those in the rear are seen 
from in front, which gives a feeling of convexity 
to the group which is pleasing. 

Mr. Galert regrets that the time given him 
is not sufficient to permit him to do 
more than exceedingly conventional groups, 
executed in a summary mannor. It is, as 
he says, the work of two years crowded into 
two months. Yet they show evidence of his talent 
and powers of execution. The composition is good 
and the figures are well drawn. The horses are 
not all that could be desired, but as the artist has 
had no experience in the modeling of these ani- 
mals as much cannot be expected as if be had had 
the time necessary to makesome preliminary stud- 


ies. é : 

There are also two unfinished works in the 
studio which will be reviewed on the occasion of 
a reception which Mr. Galert intends giving upon

There are a number of important facts as 
to disease-producing or pathogenous bacteria 
which have been gradually discovered during 
the last ten or fifteen years which help the 
medical man to devise means whereby their 
deadly effects — be 13 For in- 
stance, some kinds will grow and produce 
their appropriate disease in one. animal but 
not in another—in pigeons and rabbits, but 
not in dogs or men; in man, but not in sheep: 
in dogs, but not in men. Others are more 
catholic in their taste. Some will flourish* 
only in the living animal, and remain inert 
when removed from it; others have a double 
life—a phase within the body and a phase 
without. Most, though not all, render the 
animal which has suffered their attack, if 
it recover and gets rid of them, unfit fora long 
period su uently for their growth, so that 
they may introduced with impunity into 
that animal’s blood or tissues. It is im- 
mune.“ Others have been cultivated— 
for instance, the terrible anthrax bacillus 
(by Pasteur)—in nourishing solutions in 
the laboratory, and have been found 
to lose their virulence. Yet the 
weakened cultivation still possesses the prop- 
erty of rendering an animal into whose tissues 
it is introdu “immune.” The tubercle 
bacillus of Koch was found to be extremely 
difficult to cultivate outside an animal body, 
but Dr. Roux of the Pasteur Institute discov- 
ered that beef-broth, which alone would not 
nourish the B. tuberculosis, gave a most 
abundant and vigorous growth when sown 
with the B. tuberculosis if one part in a hun- 
dred of glycerine had been added to the broth. 
This shows how special and peculiar, in a 
chemical sense, the pabulum of some of these 
bacteria must be. Again, the questions 
naturally presented themselves to investi- 
gators in this field, “‘What happens in the 
tissues and blood of an animal or a man at- 
tacked by a growth of bacteria? How is it

that the animal or man ever recovers? How 


is it that some animals and some men will not 
Ben whilst others very readily ‘take’ the 
infection?

Lastly, we 
have to note that this most important fact has 
been established—namely: that, just as the 
little yeast-plant (an organism not far re- 
moved from the bacteria) produces alcohol 
in a solution of sugar as one of the resuits 
of its digestive and nutritional chemistry, 
but is actually paralyzed and rendered in- 
capable of further growth by the presence 
of a limited percentage of this very alco- 
iol (80 that we add alcohol to a sweet 
liquor to prevent its fermentation), so, too, 
the poison or “toxin ” produced by the growth 
of pathogenous bacteria in a nourishing fluid 
actually prevents the further growth of that 
rticular bacterium when a sufficient quan- 
tity of the toxin mn present. Not only that, but 
the toxin of one bacterium has been found to 
be inimical to the growth of other disease-pro- 
ducing bacter:a. 
“Set a Thief to Catch a Thief.” 
Hence there are various courses suggested 
— ot at- 
tacked by a bacterial disease. You may try 
to strengthen his phagocytes. It is supposed 
that vaccination with weakened cultivations of 
a disease-producing bacterium acts thus—the

Mr. John Mann still holds his cases in Tux

was at work that Sunday night,” he 
said, and from my stand I could see the re- 
flection of the fire in the southwest.

„One of the men who left Taz Trisuns 
Building as I did was George Marsh. As he 
passed the copycutter’s desk he grabbed all 
and took them to his home on the 
West Side, where they were afterwards meas- 
ured up.” 

Copy-Cutter Lynch’s Experience. 
. Watertown, Wis., Jan. 31.—[Special.]—A 
TRIBUNR® correspondent this evening inter- 
viewed Carles Lynch of this city, who was an 
employé of Taz CMCAGO Trisune in 1871, as 
to his recollections of the great Chicago fire. 

Do I recall the circumstance of the Chi- 
cago fire of 1871? Yes, I du, and I recall it in 
all its appalling magnificence. I was work- 


ing on Tue Tarpune at that time, and Sun- 


day evening, the 9th, I repaired 0 the office 
as usual for the night’s work. I think 
it was about 9 o'clock the alarm 
sounded: for: the fire which had broken 
out among the O’Learys, and soon after the 
alarm becaine general. The men in the office 
stood at their cases with wonderful coolness, 
occasionally one being excused to look after 
his family or gather in his belongings from 
a boarding-house.

flame like that of a prairie fire. I remember 
that somewhere about midnight the firemen 
undertook to make a stand on Madison, near 
Franklin.

“Tue Run had an unusually large force 
of reporters and there was a it gare 
supply of fire copy. We were pre wit 
a good stock of candles and when the gas gave 
out used them to good advantage. The last 
forms went to the press-room about 3:30 
o’clock, but the men in the press-room be- 
l demoralized we did not, after all our 
labor, have the satisfaction of getting a single 
copy of the parer. 

Had the paper been printed I believe it 
would have been one of the wonders of the 
age and every copy be treasured as a souvenir 
of that never to be forgotten night. 

About 4o0’clock we left the composing- 
room, and on reaching the street found the 
condition of things rather chaotic. Men were 
going around carrying armfuls of clothing, 
boxes of cigars, and bottles of liquor. Some 
were singing jolly * burning of the 
old Custom-House and the Honoré Buildings, 
with their massive pillars tumbling to the 
ground, I particularly remember. 


»One of the beautiful scenes of the fire was 


the burning of the tower of the old Court- 
House. Looking from the office window 
could be distinctly outlined the tower, but 
surrounded by a flame of fire that gave it an 
appearance almost indescribable. ; To reach 
the West Side I went down State) street to 
Twelfth, stopping once or twice to lend a 
helping hand on a rope, with which men were 
demolishing some wooden buildings, The 
tenacity of some of these frail-look- 
ing structures ever afterwards gave me 
great confidence in their powers of resistance 
in big storms. Going down: State street what 
a conglomerate mass of struggling humanity! 
The walks and street were jammed with men, 
women, children, and teams, each trying'to 
outdo the other in an effort to put plenty of 
space between them and danger. I have al- 
ways carried with me a pleasant recollection 
of my trip down State street that eventful 
morning. With all the jamming, jostling, and 
anxiety to make haste I did not hear one un- 
kind word from one to another.“
